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The indicated allowability of claims 15-17 is withdrawn in view of the newly discovered 
reference(s) to Springett (USPN 5636032). Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) 
follow.

Claims 15 and 17 are rejected under 35USC 102(b) as being anticipated by Springett. 

Springett discloses the same "first check step of checking quality of an image to be 
formed" because the number of pixels being rendered in a print job determines the 
quahty/resoliition of the image to be formed (see col. 2, lines 39-40), "second check step of 
checking" the expected number of pages can be rendered (see col.2, lines 41-49) and user 
performs the "determination step of performing permissions determination" (see col. 5, lines 41- 
42) as claimed. 

Cla:ims 1-14 and 18-20 are allowable over prior art of record.
